W hen th e wound has not been eau 
terized and sym ptom s of th e dis­ 
ease a re present, relief eau be ob­ 
tained by the injection of "sal car­ 
can.” 
Of course, th is treatm en t 
can only be given under the super- j 
vision of a physician.
